DR. FULTON ON HOT WEATHER. 


ne Thinks We May Expect Sizzles Each 
Sammer and Biames the Timber 
Destroyer. 

Dr. John 8. Fulton, mcretary of the 
State Board of Health, in dircussing 
the causes of the anprecedent: d heat of 
the present summer had this to say to 
& Baltimore Sun Reporter: 

"If any prophet should promi:e us a 
17 day sizzle next year he ought to be 
drowned in's Bessemer pot, but the 
quality of the prophecy is good enough. 
Such a forecast, if made for every one 
of the next 10 years, would work out 
50 per dent correct, and that isa good 
score for a weather prophet. The steam- 
jacketing which we have had this year 
surpasses all previous experience, but 
in another decade or two we thall have 
adjusted ourselvos, at least as many of 
us ás survive, 

“The tax which we have paid to the 
summer of 1901 seems extraordinary, 
but as a matter of fact ‘Old Sol’ has 
not played a single new trick. There is 
norew item in the bill, though each 
item is a little heavier. Severa! Amer 
lean cities have broken all past mor- 
tality records, Epidemic disease has 
never claimed so many victims as the 
recent heat has taken away. This 
does not matter much, nordo we count 
the narrow margin by which the sur- 
vivors have escaped. The haggard 
morning faces and the evening carloads 
of sodden creatures—these things only 
settle the shirtwaist question. The 
things that hurt are the withering 
ore ps and disordered x arkets. The 
stockyards won't hold the hogs driven 
to the abattoirs lest they die of cholera, 
The shambles are crowded with cattle 
seeking to escape death from thirst. 
Corn will be millions short, and Kan- 
sas has taken to jrayer. People can 
live, that is some of them can, the 
puddle of humidity being well stirred 
by electric whirligigs. But the cattle,

Count up the 
whole cost of our frightful summer, 
and obarge it to the American , wood- 
chopper. He owes it. 

“Foreign cities have been cabling us 
the stories of their distress— London, 
Paris, Copenhagen, St. Peteraburg, 
sweltering at 04° and 06°, On this side 
we would forswear ice for 96°. We ae 
parboiled at 106° and 108, The 
European forests are very extensive 
and so fine that they recemble parks. 
The woodman outs only such trees as 
are marked for cutting by the Govern- 
ment forester, and he cleans up the 
rubbish. By this means the generous 
warmth of the gun both winter and 
summer is distributed, stored, made 
always useful. In America the sum- 
mer heat blisters the bare soll, and the 
winds of winter are not tempered to its 
nakedness, A few States have depart- 
ments of forestry, but the American 
idea seems to be merely the reservation 
pf certain areas of forest land, so that 
to the error of cutting trees that should 
stand we probably add the mistake of 
allowing to stand trees that should be 
out.

vate affdirs of their ellents, neighbors ad- 
vertising the faulta of the next door resi- 
dent, pretended friends betraying confi- 


ces. i 

One-half of the trouble of every com- 
munity comes from the fact that so many 
people have not capacity to keep their 
mouths shut. When 1 hear something 
disparaging of you, my first duty is not 
to tell yon, if I tell you what some- 
Body has sald against you and then go 
out and tell everybody else what I told 
T and they go out-and tell others what 
TI told them that I told you, and we all go 
‘out, some to hunt up the originator of the 
story and others to hunt it down, we 
shall get the whole community talking 
about what fou did do and what vou did 
not do, and there wWill be as many scalps 

aken as though a band of Modocs had 
wept upon & helpless village. We bave 
two ears, but only one tongue, a physi- 
ogical suggestion that we ought to hear 
good deal more than we tell Let us 
in a conspiracy that we will tell each 
"other all the good and nothing of the ill, 
and then there will not be such awful 
eed of sermons on Solomon's words, 
?'Discover not a secret to another." 
T Solomon had a very large domestic cir- 

e. In his earlier days he had very con- 
Fused notions about monogamy and po- 
dygamy, and his multitudinous associates 
in the matrimonial etate kept him too 
well informed as to what was going on 
in Jerusalem. They gathered up all the 
privacles and poured them into his ear, 
and his family became a sorosis or fe- 
male debating society, of 700, discussing 
May after day all the difficulties between 
husbands and wives, between employers 
and employees, between rulers and sub- 
jects, until Solomon, in my text, de- 

lores volubility about affairs that do not 
long to us and extols the virtue of se- 
tretiveness. 

By the power of a secret divulged fam- 
flies, churches, neighborhoods, nations, 
A apart. By the power of a secret kept 
great charities, socialities, reformatory 
Movements and Christian enterprises 
may be advanced. Men are gregarious— 
Cattle in herds, fish in schools, birds in 
flocks, men in social circles. You may 
by the discharge of a gun scatter a flock 
of quails or by the plunge of the anchor 
Send apart the denizens of the sea, but 
they will gather themselves together 
Bgnin. If you by some new power could 
break the associations In which men now 
Maud, they would "again adhere. God 
Meant it so. He has gathered all the 
Gowers and shrubs into associations. You 
may plant one forgetmenot or heartsease 
alone, away off upon the hillside, but it 
Sill sogn heat up some other forgetma- 
Bot or heartsease. Plants love company. 
Fou will find them talking to each other 
ln the dew, 

Outbranchings of Sympathy. 
You sometimes see a man with no out- 
‘Of sympathy. Hi» vatore is 
cold and hard, like. & ship's mast ice 
glazed, whieh the most agile sailor could 
never-climb. Others have a thousand 
roots and a thousand branches. Inuu- 
metable tendrils climb thelr ‘hearts. and 
Dicasout àll the way up; and the fowls of 
heaven sing in the branches. In conse- 
quence of this tendency weefind men 
coming together in td la cómmuni- 
ties, In churchés, in soviet Some gath- 
er together to cultivate the arts, some to 
plan for the welfare of the state, some to 
discuss religious themes, some to kindle 
their mirth, some to advance thelr craft. 
So every active c jM divided 
loto associations of artists, of merchants, 
of bookbinders, of carpenters, of masons, 
of plasterers, of shipwrights, of plumb 
ers. Do you cry oot against it? Theo 
you cry out against à tendency divinely 
implanted. Your tirades would accom- 
plish no more than if you should preack 
to a busy ant bill à long sermon against 
secret societies. 

Here we (ind the oft discussed question 
whether associations that do their work 
with closed doors and admit thelr mers- 
bers by passwords and greet each other 
with a secret grip are right or wrong. 1 
answer that it depends entirely on the 
nature of the object for which they meet. 
Ja it to pass the hours in revelry, was- 
sàil, blasphemy and obscene talk er to 
plot trouble to the state or to debauch 


the innocent, then I with 
sls that no mane say, with an empha 


coming attack, Shall we who have en- 
Usted in the cause of God and bumanity 
= our plans to the enemy? No; we 
WU ia coerce plot the vole of C Aer ee 
terprims of satan and hie cohorts. 
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t wrong or 
the reclamation of inebriates or, like the 
score of mutual benefit n called by 

providé temporary 
r orphans o for 
men incapacitated by sickness or aceb 
dent from earning a livelihood, Had it 
not been for the secret labor organiza- 
tions in this country monopoly would 
long ago have, under its ponderous 
wheels, ground the laboring classes into 
an intolerable servitude. The men who 
want the whole earth to themselves 
would have got it before this had it not 
been for the banding together of great 
secret organizations, aud while we de- 
plore many things that bave been done 
by them, thelr existence is a necessity 
and thelr legitimate sphere distinctly 
pointed out by the providence of God. 
Such organizations are trying to dismiss 
from their association all members who 
are in favor of anarchy and social chaos, 
They will gradually cease anything like 
ranny oyer their members and will for- 
violent interference with any man's 
work, whether he belongs to their union 
or is outside of it, and will declare their 
disgust with any such rule ns that passed 
in England by the Manchester Bricklay- 
ers’ association, which says any man 
found running or working beyond a regu- 
lar speed shall: be fined 2 shillings and 
sixpeuce for the first offense, 5 shillings 
for the second, 10 shillings for the third 
and if still persisting shall be dealt with 
as the committee thinks proper. 

There are secret societies in our col- 
leges that have letters of the Greek al- 
phabet for their nomenclature, and their 
members are at the very front in scholar- 
ship and Írreproachable in morals, while 
there are othérs the scene ‘of carousal, 
&nd they gamble, and tbey drink, and 
they graduate knowing a hundred times 
more about sin than they do of geometry 
and Sophocles. In other words, secret 
societies, like individuals, are good or 
bad, are the means of moral health or of 
temporal and eternal damnation. All 
good people recognize the vice of slapder- 
ing an individual, but many do not see 
the sin of slandering an organization. 
There are old secret societies in this and 
other countries, some of them centuries 
old, which have been widely denounced 
as immoral and damaging in their infu- 
ence, yet I have hundreds of personal 
friends who belong to them—friends who 
are consecrated to God, pillars ia the 
church, faithful in all relations of life, 
examples of virtue and piety. They are 
the kind of friends whom I would have 
for my executors at the time of decense, 
and they are the men whom I would 
have carry me out to the last sleep when 
Iam dead. You cannot make me believe 
that they "would belong to bad institu- 
tions. They are the men who would 
stamp on anything iniquitous, and I 
would certainly rather take their testi 
mony in regard to such societies than 
the testimony of those who, having been 
sworn in as members, by their assault 
upon them confess themselves perjurers. 

One of these secret societies gave for 
the relief of the sick in 1873, in this 
country, $1,490,274. Some of these so- 
cleties have poured a very heaven of 
sunshine and benediction into the home 
of suffering. Several of them are found- 
ed on fidelity to good citizenship and the 
Bible. I have never taken one of their 
degrees. They might give me the grip a 
thousand times and I would not recog- 
nize it. I am ignorant of their pass- 
words, and ] must judge entirely from 
the outside. But Christ bas given us a 
rule by which we may judge not only all 
individuals, but all societies, secret and 
open. “By their fruits ye sball know 
them," Bad societies make bad men. 
Good societies make good men. A bad 
mas will not stay in a good society, A 
good man will not stay in a bad society. 
Then try all secret societies by two or 
three rules, 


Influence on Home Life. 

Test the first; Their influence on home, 
if you have a home. That wife soon 
loses her influence over her husband who 
nervously and foolishly looks upon all 
evening absence as an assault on domes- 
ticity. How are the great enterprises of

Bhe systematically decoyed him away 
until now he attends no church, walts 
upon no charitable institution and is on a 
rapid way to destr , his morals gone, 
his money gone and, I fear, his soul gobe. 
Let any Christian wife rejoice when 
ber husband consecrates evenings to the 
service of humanity and of God or a0y- 
thing elevating, but let no man sacrifice 
home life to secret society life, as many 
do. I can point out to you a great many 
names of men who are guilty of this sac- 
rilege. They are as genial as angels at 
the society room and as ugly as sin at 
home, * They are generous on all subjects 
of wine suppers, yachts and fast horses, 
but they are stingy about the wives’ 
dresses and the children’s shoes. That 
man has made that which might be a 
healthful Influence a usurper of affec- 
tions, and he bas married it, aud he. lis 
gullty of moral bigamy. Under this proc- 
ess the wife, whatever her features, be 
comes uninteresting and homely, He be- 
comes critical of her, does not like the 
dress, does not like the way abe arranges 
her halr, is amazed that he ever was so 
untomantic as to offer her hand and 
heart. There are secret societies where 
membership always involves domestic 
shipwreck, Tell me that a man has Join- 
ed a certain kind and tell me nothing 
more about him for ten years, and 1 will 
write his history it he be still alive. The

I know some 
men have formed their best business re- 
lations through such a channel It the 
secret society has advantaged, you. in an 
honorable calling, it is a good one, but 
has your credit falled? Are bargain mak- 
ers now more anxious how they trust you 
with a bale of goods? Have the men 
whose names were down in the commer- 
cial agency A1 before they entered the 
society been going down since in com- 
mercial standing? Thea look out, You 
and I every day know of commercial es- 
tablishments goling to roin through the 
social excesses of one or two members, 
their fortune beaten to death with ball 
players’ bat or cut amidships, with the 
front prow of the regatta or golng down 
under the swift hoofs of the fast horses 
or drowned In the large potations of 
cognac or Monongahela. That secret so- 
clety was the Loch Earn, Their business 
was the Ville de Havre. They struck, 
and the Ville de Havre went under! 

The third test by which you may know 
whether the society to which you belong 
is good or bad is this: What is its effect 
on your sense of moral and religious ob- 
ligation?

while to decide which road to take. Now, 
here are two roads in the futare—the 
Christian and the non-Christian, the safe 
and the unsafe, Any institution or any 
association that confuses my ideas in re- 
gard to that fact is a bad institution and 
a bad association. I had prayers before 
D joined that society. Did I have them 
afterward? I attended the house of God 
before I connected myself with that un- 
lon. Do l absent myself from religious 
lafluences ?

Whom would you rather have 
for your eternal com those men 
who spend their even! betting, gam- 
bling, swearing, ca ng and telling 
vile stories or your little child, that bright 
girl whom the Lord took? Oh, you would 
not have been away so much nights, 
would you, if you bad known she was 
golng away so soon? Dear me, your 
house has never been the same place 
since, Your wife has never brightened 
up. She bas never got over it, he 
never will get over it. How long the 
evenings are with no one to put to bed 
and no one to whom to tell the beautiful 
Bible stories! What a pity it is that you 
cannot spend more erenings at home in 
trying to belp ber bear that sorrow! You 
can never drown that grief In the wine 
cup. You can never break away from 
the little arme that used to be flung 
around your neck when she used to say.

Mr. White turned and struck 
boldly out to the rescue of the others 
and had gone more than half the dis- 
tance when a cry in his rear caused 
him to look back to see Miss Tull 
being swept by the current past him 
toward the deep water, He turned 
again to the succcrof Miss Tull and 
&ecceeded after a struggle in safely 
bringing her ashore. Meanwhile Miss 
Phillips and Miss White had become 
altogether demoralized, overpowering 
Mr. Ratcliff who in his heroic but vain 
attempt to save them lost his own life. 
Mr. White saw his friends sink and 
hastily disengaging himself from Miss 
Tull, now safe In the care of Mis Ab- 
bey White, sought the help of some 
boatmen who were not far distant 
After a delay several yo»ple from the 
nearby farms appeared and with the 
ald of a few cool-headed helpers Mr, 
White recovered the bodies of his 
friends. It was however, at least a 
half hour before they were taken from 
the water, and the best efforts of the 
rescuing party failed to bring back lifa, 
The md we was telephoned to 
Newark, Snow Hill, Ocean City, 
Berlin, Whiton and Sal'sbury, from all 
of which pointa friends soon came to 
assist.

He was of the legal per- 
suasion and looked anything else but a 
lawyer. To describe him at this late 
day would be almost impossible, but 
of one thing Tam sure and that is, he 

was tall, lean and lanky with a decided 
stoop in his shoulders As he passed 
down Main street some one said There 
goes a carpet-bagger." In a moment 
the Moses-looking man was all fire. 
He dropped his valise and glared 
wildly around. “Show me the cuss 
that called me a carpet bagger and 101 
thrash the life out of him!” he yelled. 
Mr. Theodore Parsons was sitting on 
the old wooden bench in front of 
Tracey's Hotel, and as the Princess 
Anne gentleman wheeled around and 
faced him, Mr. P. nearly fainted, Gus 
Fields laughed heartily at Mr. Parsons' 
seeming predicament, when the dele 
gate started after Gus. It is safe to 
say that the young man was the best 
sprinter, and was soon hiding some- 
where in Mr. James Cannon's store. 
The Bomersetian fumed and swore, and 
at last picked up his valise and headed 
for the old courtroom (over E. E. 
Jackson & Co's store.) When he ar 
rived there he met his colleagues from 
the lower county, and, boy, as I was, I 
picked him out for a hustler, for very 
soon he was conferring with other del- 
egates, and the upshot of it was that 
the chairmanship of the convention 
went to either Talbot or Dorchester 
counties, when it was understood that 
Wicomico was to have had it. "They 
called me, a red-hot Democrat, a car- 
pet-bagger, and darn em I fixed them,“ 
was what he said after the convention 
had adjourned. He wasa fighter and 
bad a powerful voice. He became u 
power in politics afterwards Who 
remembers him? He's long since crossed 
the silent river, 

Possibly ane of the most popular men 
im politics was the late Stephen P. 
Toadvine, or as he was generally cailed 
Steve.“ His oldest son Ernie, follows 
in his father's foot steps. Mr. Toadvine 
was a forcible man, strong in his oon- 
victiona and unyielding in his Democ- 
racy. He was an acknowledged leader 
and had more influence with the farm- 
ing community than any other man 

in Wicomico, The yeomanry consul 
ted him on many other matters besides 
politics and his advice wes always 
worth heeding. A good reader of 
faces and & close stadent of human 
nature, he could almost always pick 
out a winner. Of course in those days 
there were contentions an4 bickerings 
within the party lines, but Mr. Toadvin 
by some subtlety could pour oil on the 
troubled waters, and soon all wasserene. 
He had for long time as his able 
qoadjutor George W. Bell in many 
things and a better pair would be hard 
to Gnd, While Mr. T. pere has béen 
gathered to his fathers, Mr, Bell still 
lives and has a large clientage in his 
legal profession.

The Aot of Congress referred to, is 
the Act of March 2nd, 1901, which pro- 
vides that, “All Military, Civil and 
Judicial powers necessary to govern 
the Philippine Islands acquired from 
Spain by the treaties concluded at 
Paris on December 10th, 1898, and at 
Washington, on November Ich, 1900, 
shall until otherwise provided by Con- 
gress, be vested in such péron and 
persons and shall be exercised in such 
manner as the President of the United 
States shall direct for the establish- 
ment of Civil goyernment and for 
maintaining and protecting the inhab- 
itante of the said Islands in the free 
enjoyment of their liberty, property 
and religion." 

The Constitution cf the United States 
provides that ''this Constitotion and 
the Lawsof the United States which 
shall be made in pursuance thereof 
and all treaties made or which shall be 
made under the authority of the Uni- 
ted States, shall be the supreme law of 
the land.” 

The Constitution further proyides 
that the powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution nor 
prohibited by itto the states, are ro- 
served to the states respectively, or to 
the people, 

As observed by Senator Edmunds, 
“The Powers of Congress therefore, are 
such and only such, as the Constita- 
tion has imparted to it. 
spect it differs from State Legislature. 
Congress did not create the Constitu- 
tion, The people of the United States 
made and adopted it, and the Coustitu- 
tion created Congress, and endowed it 
with all and the only powers it pos 
sesses, The constitution expressly de- 
clares that “All Legislative powers 
herein granted shall be vested in a 
Congress of the United States. These 
powers are enumerated to guard 
against misconstruction, where special 
prohibitions were established; and the 
whole mass of power not delegated to 
Congress were reserved to the state», or 
to the people. No general sovereign 
power such as is attributed to the 
rulers or people of single or separate 
states, was conferred on Congress or 
the President, This is in distinct con 
trast with the powers cf the Legisla- 
ture of the several states, which are 
sovereign and supreme, except so far 
as their written Constitation and the 


Constitotíon of the United States limit 
them. 


Has Congress a right to grant to the 
President of the United Btates the 
power which it undertook to confer by 
the Act of March 3nd, 1931, above 
quoted? Ithink not. Except so far as 
the President has a right to veto a bill 
pa sed by Congres, his powers are 
purely executive. The powers of Con- 
gress are fully enumerated in the Con 
stitution, and it is nowhere lald down 
there expressly or impliedly, that Con- 
gress can give to the President, the 
power t vest inany person military, 
civil and judicial power to be exerciscd 
in p^ manner as be alone shall di- 
rec 


lt is true, as Senator Edmunds ob. 
serves, that Congress provided in 1908 
for the government of the Louisana 
Territory ceded by France, and enacted 
that the President should take posses 
sion of the territory and that “all 
military, civil and judicial powers 
exercised by the officers of the existing 
government of same, shall be vested in 
such person or persons, and shall be 
exercised in such manner as the Presi- 
dent of the United States shall direct, 
for maintaining and protecting the 
inhabitants of Louisana in their enjoy. 
ment of their liberty, property and

ADULTERATED- OOFFEE, 
GROCER WHITE FOUND GUILTY 


OF VIOLATING OHIO'S PURE 
FOOD LAWS, 


Tateresting Facts Concerning the 
Roasting of Coffee Brought Ouf by 
Sclentifie Experte—Presence of Dap- 
teria. Y 
ToLEDO, O., Aug. 3.—The jury in Judge 

Meck's court in this city bas found 

James White, a local grocer, guilty of 

selling adulterated coffee. The prose- 

cution was based on a package of Ar- 
buckles Ariosa coffee. 

The State of Ohio, through the Pure 
Food Commission, prosecuted White. 
The case was on trial for nearly a 
month and attracted national atten- 

The manufacturers of Ariosa coffee 
conducted the defense for Grocer 
White. The best attorneys in the 
country were retained to defend him. 
but, after a short consultation, a ver- 
dict of guilty was returned by the jury. 
The State of Ohio considers this a big 
victory. Pure Food Commissioner 
Blackburn has been waging a warfare 
on spurious food articles and the de- 
partment has been successful. A 

The complaint of the State of Ohio 
was that Ariosa coffee was coated with 
a substance which concealed defects In 
the coffee and made it appear better 
than it is. The State charged this 
coating or glazing was a favorable me- 
dium for the propagation of bacteria. 

Prof. G. A. Kirchmaler, of this city, 
a well known chemist, was the princi- 
pal witness for the State. He bad 
made scientific examinations of sam- 
pies of Ariosa purchased from Grocer 
White In the open market. He found 
that each Ariosa berry contained an 
average of 300 bacteria. Mr. Kirch- 
maier further testified that other cof- 
fees he examined contained few bacte- 
ria or none at all. He declared that 
the glazed coffee was not a wholesome 
food product. 

Chemist Schmidt, of Cincinnati, cor- 
raborated the testimony of Prof. Kirch- 
maler, The State did not present fur- 
ther testimony. 

The defense through the Arbuckles, 
who prepared this glazed coffee, se- 
cured some of the most eminent chem- 
ists and scientists In the United States 
to give testimony in their behalf. Prof. 
H. W. Wiley, of the United States Ag- 
ricultural Department; Prof. Vaughn of 
Ann Arbor University; Profs. Blelle 
and Webber, of the Ohlo State Unlver- 
sity, were called to defend Arlosa. Dr. 
Wiley. had made a careful examination

san. He told of the 19,000,000 eggs used 
by the Arbuckles yearly in the prepara- 
tion of this glazing. On this point in 
cross examination, the State's attorney 
deftly drew from him the Information 
that these eggs might be kept in cold 
storage by the Arbuckles for a year or 
two ata time. 

The experts who heard Dr. Wiley's 
testimony were pleased to be able to 
“catch” so famous a chemist. The doc- 
tor at ote point in his testimony ex- 
plained very clearly bow it la that the 
egg put into the coffee pot by the house 
wife settles the coffee. He sald that 
the heat coagulates the egg, and as it 
sinks to the bottom of the pot It carries 
the fine particles of coffee with it, and 
thus clarifies the drink, It is the act of 
coagulation lu the coffee pot that does 
the work. Later on la his cross ezam- 
ination, be had to admit that when the 
«Eg was put on Ariosa coffee at the 
factory It became coagulated, and as 
egg cannot be coagulated but once, that 
the coating on coffee was practically no 
value, as A “settler” whem it reached 
the coffee pot, 


Prof. Wiley acknowledged that the |} 


glazing might be a favorable medium 
for the. of bacteria, al- 
though he Bot. testify positively 
eliher way because be was not a bac 
terlologist. 

Prof. Vaughn, of Ann Arbor, also a 
witness for the Arbuckles, sald he 
found bactetia on Ariosa coffee. 

Prof. Bielle, another witness for the 
defense, found any number of lively 
bacteria on Ariosa coffee be examined, 
and he agreed that glazed coffee surely 
was a more favorable medium for the 
propagation of bacteria than unglazed 
coffee. ' 

Pure Food Commissioner Blackburn 
says: "Tbe State is very much elated 
over its victory against this corpora- 
tion. We are now considering the ad- 
visability of informing every grocer ia 
the State of Ohio that it is an infrac- 
tion of the laws to sell Ariosa, and at 
the same time give wurblag to con- 
sumers that the coffee is an adulterat- 
ed food article.” 

The verdict of the jury In this case is 
of national importance because a great 
many other States bave pure food laws 
like that of Obilo, and ft is natural to 
suppose thet similar action will be 
taken by other Pure Food Commis- 
sioners to prevent the sale of glazed 
coffees. !

WHEREAS, at tbe January session in the 
year nineteen hundred of the General Assem- 
bly of Maryland, bills were passed proposing 
amendments to the Constitution of the Stat», 

First.—By amending sect on 9 of Art ele 5. 
of the Constitution of the State, 

Becond,—Hy amending section 4 of Article 
8, of the Constitution of the State.

Bheba gave King e 

What is that building out poder glit- 
tering in the sun? Have vou not heard? 
It is the house of the forest of Lebanon. 
King Solomon has just taken to it his 
bride, the princess of Egypt. You see 
the pillars of the portico and a great tow- 
er, adorned with 1,000 shields ot gold 
hung on the outside of the tower—500 of 
the shields of gold manufactured at Bol- 
omon's order, were captured by Da- 
vid, his father, in battle. Bee how they 
blaze ín the noonday sun! 

Solomon goes up the ivory stairs of his 
throne between 12 lions in statuary and 
sits down on the back of the golden bull, 
the head of the huge beast turned to- 
ward the people. The family and the at- 
tendants of the king are so many that 
the caterers of the palace have to pro- 
vide every day 100 sheep and 13 oxen, 
besides the birds and the venison. I bear 
the stamping and pawing of 4,000 fine 
horses in the royal stables. There were 
important officiala who had charge of the 
work of gathering the straw and the bar 
ley for these horses. King Solomon was 
an early riser, tradition says, and used to 
take a ride out at daybreak, and when, 
in his white apparel, behind the swiftest 
horses of all the realm and followed by 
mounted archers in purple, as the caval- 
cade dashed through the streets of Jeru- 
salem I suppose it was something worth 
getting up at 5 o'clock in the morning to 
look at. 

Bolomon was not like some of the kings 
of the present day—crowned imbecility. 
All the splendors of his palace and retínue 
were eclipsed by his intellectual power. 
Why, he seemed to know everything, He 
was the first great naturalist the world 
ever saw. Peacocks from India strutted 
the basaltic walk, and apes ebattered in 
the trees, and deer stalked the parks, and 
there were aquariums with foreign fish 
und aviaries with foreign birds, and tra- 
dition says these birds were so well tam- 
ed that Solomon might walk clear acroas 
the city under the shadow of their wings 
aa thcy bovered and fitted about him. 

More than this. He had a great repu- 
tation for the conundrums and riddles 
that he made and guessed. He and King 
Hiram, his neighbor, used to sit by the 
hour and ask riddles, each one paying in 
money if he could not answer or guess 
the riddle. The Solomonic navy visited 
all the world, and the sailors, of course, 
talked about the wealth of their king and 
about the riddles and enigmas that he 
made and solved, and the news spread 
unti! Queen Balkis, away off south, heard 
of it and sent messengers with a few 
riddles that she would like to have Solo- 
mon solve and a few puzzles that she 
would like to hare him find out. She 
sent, among other things, to King Solo- 
mon à diamond with a hole so stall that 
a needle could mot penetrate it, asking 
him to thread that diamond, and Solo- 
Mon took a worm and put it at the open- 
iog in the diamond, and the worm crawl- 
ed through, leaving the thread in the dia- 
mond. The queen also sent a goblet to 
Solomon, asking him to Gill it with water 
that did not pour from the sky and that 
did not rush out from the earth, and im- 
mediately Bolomon put a slave on the 
back of a swift horse and galloped him 
around and around the park uptil the 
horse was nigh exhausted, and from the 
perspiration of the horse the goblet was 
filled. She also sent to King Solomon 
500 boys in girls’ dress and 500 girls in 
boys’ dress, wondering If he ‘would be 
acute enough to find oot the deception. 
Immediately Solomon, wheu he saw them 
wash thelr faces, knew from the way 
they applied the water that it was all a 
cheat. 

Seeing For Oueselt. 

Queen Balke was so pleased with the 
acuteness of mon that she said, “I'll 
Just go and bim for myself." Yon- 
der it comes—the cavalcade—horses and 
dromedaries, chariots and charjoteers, 
jingling harness and clattering hoofs and 
blazing shields and flying ensigns and 
clapplog cymbals. The place is saturated 
with the perfume. She brings cinnamon 
ànd saffron and calamus and frankin- 
cense and all manner of sweet spices. As 
the retinue sweeps through the gate the 
armed guard inhales the aroma. Halt!“ 
cry the charioteers as the wheels grind 
the gravel in front of the pillared portico 
of the king. Balki» alights ia an 
atmosphere bewit with perfume, As 
the dromedaries are driven up to the 
king's storehouses,-and the bundles of 
campbor are unlonded, and the sacks of 
cinnamon and the boxes of spices are 
opened, the purveyors of the palace dis- 
cover what my text announces, “Of 
— great abundance; neither was 
there any such spice as the queen of 
Sheba gave to King Selomon.” 

Well, my friends, you know that all 
fheologlaus agree in making Solomon « 
type of Christ and in making the queen 
of Bheba a type of every truth seeker, 
and I will take the responsibility of say- 
ing that all the spikenard and cassia and 
frankincense which the queen of Abeba 
brought to King Solomon are mightily 


suggestive of the sweet spices of our holy 


religion, Christianity is not a collection of 
sharp techuiéalities and angular facts and 
chronological tables and dry statistica. 
Our religion is compared to frankincense 
and to cassia, bot never to wightshade. 
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between 
came the

life instead of being a stupid monotone 
would be 4 glorious inspiration, pendu- 
luming between calm -satisfaction and

Christ Brings Cheéerfulness. 

How any woman keeps bouse without 
the religion of Christ to belp her is a 
mystery to me, To hate to spend the 
greater part of one's life, as many wo- 
men do, in planning for the meals and 
stitching garments that wil! soon be rent 
again and deploring breakages and su- 
gervising tardy subordinates and driving 
off dust that soon again will settle and 
doing the same thing day in and day 
out and year in and year out until the 
hair silyers and the back stoops and the 
spectacles. crawl to the eyes and the 
gra ka, ;wuder.the thin sole of 
the Wt ism. long Menotosy! But 
when Christ comes to the drawfug room 
and comes to the kitchen and comes to 
the nufsery and comes to the dwelling, 
then how cheery become all womanly du- 
tes! She ia hexer alone now. Martha 
gots through fretting and joins Mary-at 
the feet of Jesus. All day Jong Deborah 
is happy because she can help Lapidoth, 
Hannah because she can make a coat for 
young Samuel, Miriam because she can 
watcli her infant brother, Rachel — 
abe can ` father water the stock, 
the e ro LAM because the eruse 
of oil ix being replenished. O woman, 
haying iu your pautry a nest of boxes 
containing áll kinds. of condimests, why 
have you not tried in your heart and life 
the spicery of our holy religion? Mar- 
tha. Martha, thou art careful and trou- 
bled about many things, but one thing is 
needful, and Mary hath chosen that good 
part which shall not be taken away from 
her.” 

T must confess that a great deal of the 
religion of this day is utterly insipid, 
There is nothing piquant or elevating 
about it. Men and women go around 
humming psalms in a minor key and cul- 
tivating melancholy, and their worship 
has in it more sighs than raptures. We 
do not donbt their piety. Oh, no! Bot 
they are sitting at a feast where the cook 
has forgotten to season the food. Every- 
thing i» fiut in their experience and in 
their conversation,  Emancipated from 
sin and death and hell and on their way 
to a magnificent heaven, they act as 
though they were trudging on toward an 
everlasting Botany Bay. Religion does 
not seem to agree with them. It seems 
to catch in the windpipe and become a 
tight strangalation instead of an exila- 
ration. All the infidel books that have 
been written, from Voltaire down to Her- 
bert Spencer, have not done so much 
damage to our Christianity as lugubrious 
Christians. Who wants a religion woren 
out of the shadows of the night? Why 
go growling on your way to celestial en- 
thronement? Come out of that cave gud 
sit down in the warm light of the Sun of 
Righteousness. Away with your odes to 
melancholy and Hervey's “Meditations 
Among the Tombs.” 

Then let our songs abound 
And every tear be dry; 
We're marching t 
To tairer worlds on 
Fut In More Spices. 

I have to say also that we need to put 
more spice and enlivenment in our feli- 
gious teaching. whetber it be in the 
prayer meeting or ln the Sunday school 
or in the church. We ministers need 
more fresh alr and sunshine in our 
lungs and our heart and our head. Do 
you wonder that. the world is so far from 
being converted’ when you find so little 
vivacity in the pulpit and in the pew? 
We want, ue the Lord, to plant in our 
sermons aud exbortations more lilies of 
the field. We waut fewer rhetorical 
elaborations and fewer sesquipedalian 
words, aud When we talk about shadows 
we do not want to say adumbration, and 
when we mean queerueas we do not want 
to talk about idiosyncrasies, or if a stitch 
In the back we do nbt want to talk about 
lumbago; but. lu tbe plain vernacular of 
the great masses, predch that gospel 
which proposes to make al! men happy, 
honest, victorious aod. free lu other 
words, we want more eintbamos and less 
gristle, Letithia be so In all the Aier- 
ent departments of work to which the 
Lord calls us. Let ns be plain. Let us 
be earnest, Let us be common sensical. 
When we talk to the people lu a vernac- 
ular they can understand, they will be 
very glad to come aod receive the truth 
we present Would to God that Queen 
Balkis would drive ber spice laden drom- 
edaries into all our sermons and prayer 
meeting exhortations! 

More than that, we want more life 
and spice in our Christian work. The 
poor do not want so much to be groaned 
over as sung to. With the bread and 
tocdicings and garments you give them 
let there be án accompaniment of smiles 
and brisk encouragement. Do not stand 
and talk to them about the wretcheduess 
of their abode, and the hunger of their 
looks, and the hardness of their lot. Ah, 
they know it better than you can tell 
them. Show them the bright side of the 
thing, If ther® be any bright side, "Tell 
them times will come. Tell them 
that for the childres of God there is im- 
mortal Wake them up out of 
their stolidity by an Inspiring laugh, and 
while yog send in help, like the queen of 
Bheda, also send In the spices. ere are 
two ways of meeting the poor.

A special from Orisfield saye:—The 
tornado which passed over Somerset 
county Monday created s great deal of 
havoc within narrow lines to houses 
and growipg crope. 

A large funnel shaped cloud formed 
over Pocomoke river and immediately 
afterward a violent wind struck Shaf. 
fee's farm, on Gunby's creek, The 
wind wasso violent that an oxcart 
which stood in its path wa s taken up 
aud whirled a long distance, to be fi- 
nally dashed to pleces on the ground. 
The tornado traveled on toward the 
woods, rising and dipping toward the 
west. In some places the storm would 
leap the treesand in others the. trees 
would be blown down or stripped of 
their branches. 

The storm struck a tenant house of 
Mr. Chaffee's whirled the roof through 
the air and tore the house itself from 
ite foundation, The roof was carried 
at least 100 feet over the roof of apother 
house, the occupants of which saw it 
coming and ran for their lives.

On striking his corn field the stalks 
were twisted and the ears 
of corn Ern Where c ‘alr like 
chaff. Dr. Gumby states that hie man 
picked up over a wagon load of corn 
from the ground. Robert H. Sterling's 
house was struck by lightning, which 
tore things up in general and killed a 
pet cat. The path of the tornado was 
not more than 100 feet in width.

As these lines are being written the 
great strike among those employed in 
tome of the greatest steel industries 
and combines in the the United States 
has begun, and apparently in real earn 
est, and it would be a bold thing to 
attempt to predibt what the outcome of 
it all may be, It is now said that two 
hundred thousand men may yet be in. 
volved in this great strike, On the 
other hand many millions of capital 
are aleo in vol ved and may be forced to 
be idle for an indefinite period. The 
strike now gives promise of being one 
of the mot important struggles be- 
tween capital and labor the world has 
yet seen. Whether the struggle may 
yet involve bloodshed, the loss of life 
and great loss of property by fire and 
other means of destruction remains yet 
to be seen. In regard to the merits of 
the great struggle we will not now pre- 
tend to enter. ` The laborers demand 
more pay and lees hours of labor, in 
fact a greater share in the immense 
profits that are now said to be reaped 
by the gigantic Combines. The em- 
ployers, the large capitalists, on the 
other band, say that the wages now 
being paid are about as large as can be 
afforded, taking the business chances of 
year out and year in, in the reckoning. 
But there is a good deal more than the 
mere questicn of wages at stake. The 
Labor Union claim that they must be 
recognized—that they must: have a 
voice in all the questions of wages, 
hours and the class of men who are to 
be employed. In most cases the 
Union insists that none but union men 
shall be employed at all, Many now 
insist that none but union men shall 
be allowed employment at all, The 
employers claim that if any such prin- 
ciple is fully recognised they will lose 
control of their own business—it will 
be virtually controlled by the Labor 
Unions. To an outsider it looks as 
though there is a possibility of tyranny 
ef labor as well as a tyranny of capital. 
If laborers contend on one hand that 
they must not be compelled to work 
only when the wages and the hours 
suit them—the employers may contend 
on the other hand that they must have 
the right to say who they shall employ 
and on what terms their business shall 
be carried on. There is now apparent- 
ly another very important issue at 
stake. Many have been seriously ask- 
ing what the present great Combines of 
capital and industries may yet amount 
to. Shall such great combines vet 
monopolize all the great industries of 
the country, crushing all smaller in- 
dustries and fixing all prices to the con- 
sumers, just as the great coal and coal- 
E monopolies are now doing? Shall 
such great capitalist combines unite in 
fixing labor prices just to auit their 
own purposes? There seems to be great 
| dangers in these directions. May it not 
yet turn out that these great Labor 
Unions will break down such vast com- 
bines? So long as labor is not being 
employed on a great scale, and each in- 
dustry employs buta few hands, no 
such great strikes as are now being 
carried on seems hardly pcesible, If 
the present struggle means the break- 
ing down of the great manufacturing 
combines on the one hand, or the great 
Labor Unions cn the other—the results 
are of a most momentous character, 
WiLLIE WHISTLECRAFT.

The city papers are saying that; For 
the purpose of securing a direct route 
from Washington to Ocean City, Md.,

ng, r fa- 
thef's flock of sheep. It was n memora- 
ble meeting. Jacob m that. shepe 
hefdess, The Bible a of it is, “Ja 
cob kissed Rachel and liftéd up his voice 
and wept.” It has always been a mys- 
tery to me what he found to cry about! 
But beforgdba) bivio ed Jacob ac- 
costs the shepherds and asks them why 
they postpone the slaking of the thirst of 
these sheep and why they did not imme- 
diately proceed to water them. The shep- 
herds reply to the effect: “We are all 
good neighbors, and as a matter of cour- 
tesy we wait until all the sheep of the 
neighborhood come up. Besides that, 
this stone on the well's mouth is same- 
what heavy, and several of us take hold 
of it and push it aside, and then the 
buckets and the troughs are filled and 


] the sh are satisfied. We cannot until 


all the ks are gathered together and 
tu they roll the stone from the well's 
mouth; then we water the sheep." 

Oh, this is à thirsty.world! Hot for 
the bead, and blistering for the feet, and 
parching for the tongue. The world's 
great want is a cool, refreshing, satisfy- 
ing draft. We wander around, and we 
find the cistern empty. Long and tedious 
droüght bas dried up the world’s foun- 
tain, but centuries ago a Shepherd, with 
crook in the shape of a cross and feet cut 
to the bleeding, explored the desert pas- 
sages of this world and one day: came 
across a well a thousand feet deep, bub- 
bling and bright and opalescent, and 
looked to the north, and the south, and 
the east, And the west, and cried out 
with a voice strong and musical, that 
rang thtough the ages, "Ho, every one 
that thirsteth, come ye to the waters!" 

New, å great flock of sheep today gath- 
er Around this gospel well. There are a 
great many thirsty souls, I wonder why 
the flocks of all nations do not gather, 
why so many stay thirsty, and while I 
am wondering about it my text breaks 
forth in the explanation, saying, “We 
cantet until all the flocks be gathered to- 
gether and till they roll the stone from 
the well's mouth; then we water the 
sheep." 

Coming to the Gospel Well, 

Ifa herd ot wine game to 2 wells they 
angrily jondle eich other ea te preced- 
ence; if a drove of cattle come to a well, 
they book each other back from the wa- 
ter, but when a flock of sheep come, 
though a hundred of them shall be disap- 
pointed, they only express it by sad bicat- 
ing. they come together peaceably. 
want a great multitude to come around 
the gospel well, I know there are those 
who do not like a crowds they think a 
crowd is vulgar. It they are. oppressed 
for room u church, It makes them’ posi- 
tively impatient and belligerent. We have 
had people permanently leave church 
because % many other people come to it. 
Not so did these oriental shepberds, 
They waited dati AN ‘the flocks Were 
gathered, and the more flocks that came 
the better they liked it. And so we 
ought to be anxious that all the people 
should come. Go out, ete the. bighways 
and the hedges and éompel thetn to come 
in. Go to the rich and tell them they are 
indigent without the gospel of Jesus. Go 
to the poor and tell them the affluence 
there i» in Christ. Go to the blind and 
tel. them of the touch that gives eternal 
Nomination. Go to the lame and tell 
them of the joy that will make the lame 
map leap like a hart. Gather all the 
sheep off ull the mountains. None só 
torn of the dogs, none so sick, none so 
worried, none so dying, as to be omitted. 
Why. not gather a great flock? All this 
city In a flock, all New York in a flock, 
all London in a flock, all the world In a 
flock. 

This well of the gospel is deep enough 
to put out the burning thirst of the 
1,000,000,000 of the race. Do not let the 
church by à spirit of exchusiveness keep 
the world out. Let down all the bars, 
swing open all the gates, scatter all the 
invitations. “Whosoever will, let him 
come.” Come, white and black. Come, 
ted men of the forest. Come, Laplander, 
out of the snow. Come, Patagonian, out 
of the south. Come in furs. Come pant- 
ing under palm leaves Come one. 
Come all, Come now, As at this well of 
Mesopotamia Jacob and Rachel were be- 
trothed, so this morning at this well of 
salvation Christ, our Shepherd, wil! meet 
you coming up with your long flocks of 
cares and anxieties, and he will stretch. 
out bis hand in pledge of his affection, 
while all heaven will cry out: “Behold, 
the bridegroom cometh! Go ye out to 
meet him.”

Why Some Are Kept Back, 

Here le another man who is kept back 
from this water of life by the stone of an 
obdurate heart which lies over the mouth 
€f the well. You hate no more feeling 
upon this subject than if God had yet to 
do you the first kindness or you had to do 
God the first wrong. Seated on his lap all 
these years, his everlasting arms shelter- 
ing you, where is your gratitude? Where 
is your morning and evening prayer? 
Where are your consecrated lives? T 
say to you; as Danlel said to Belshnzzar, 
“The God iu Whone hand thy breath is, 
and all thy way, thou hast not glorified.” 
If you treated anybody as badly as you 
have treated God, you would have made 
500 apologies; yen, your. whole life would 
have been an apology. Three times a 
day you have been seated at God's table. 
Spring, summer, autumn and winter he 
has appropriately appareled you, Your 
health from hin, your companion from 
him, your children from him, your home 
from him, all the bright surroundings of 


your life (rom him. Oh. man, what dost 


thou with that bard heart? Canst thon 
not fecl one throb of gratitude toward the 
God that made you; and the Christ who 
eame to redeém you, and the Holy Ghost 
who bas all these years been importuning 
you? If you could sit down five minutes 
under the tree of a Saviour's martyrdom 
gnd feel his lifeblood trickling on your 
forehead and cheek and hands, methinks 
you would get some appreciation of what 
you owe to a crucified Jesus. 
Heart of stone, relent, relent, 
Touched by Jesus’ cross, subdued;

Jacob, with a good deal of tug and 
push, took tbe stone from the well's 
mouth.so that the flocks might be water- 
ed, And I would that this day my word, 
blessed of God, might remove the hin- 
drances to your getting up to the gospel 
wel.

You have an unde 
fined longing in your soul You tried 
mopey making; that did not satisfy you. 
Lou tried office under government; that 
did not satisfy you. You tried pictures 
and sculptures, but works of art did not 
satisfy you. You are as much discon 
tented with this life as the celebrated 
French guthor who felt that be could not 
any longer endure the misfortunes of the 
world and who said: “At 4 o'clock this 
afternoon I shall put an end to my ows 
existence, Meanwhile I must toil on up 
to that time for the sustenance of my 
family.” And be wrote on his book until 
the clock struck 4, when he folded up 
his manuscript and, by his own band, 
concluded his earthly life.

Take Big Balle of Grass Qut te Sea 
and Ent While Swimming. 
With my gastronomic taste I natural- 
ly was very curious to know just what 
kind of terrapin are caught in these 
waters, | for the dish la one much 
Bought after by epicures and. forms 
part of the menu for every firat class 
hotel on the coast. I was told that 
none is caught about here, bat was 
invited to & sea turtle bunt. Let the 
reader Imagine a turtle weighing all 
the way from 1,200 to 1.500 pounds, 
and not long ago one was turned over 
on the beach near Miami that welghed 
more than 1,000 pounds. Of course I 
am giving the largest welght, for the 
average weight of those cought aloug 
the coast is about 500 pounds. Afier 
they are caught the turtles are kept for 
a long time, their captors feedlug them 
on cabbage, lettuce, — carrots

Heretofore there was s Peninsula Asso- 
ciation, which included the packers of 
Delaware and the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland. Last month it was decided 
to form a tri-State association, and 
organization was effected by electing 
Owen L. Jones of Salem, N J., presi 
dent and C. M. Dashiell of Princess 
Anne, Md., secretary and treasurer. 
The association inclades the owners 
and operators of nearly all of the large 
fruit and vegetable packing houses in 
the three States mentioned. 

The object of the convention was to 
receive reports concerning the fruit 
and vegetable crops and discuss prices 
and plans forthe future. The crop re- 
ports were not at all encouraging. 
Owing to the backward spring, the hot 
summer and wet weather, coupled with 
the fact that there is an abnormal de 
mand from the west, tomatoes will be 
scarce, which will most likely make 
the canned product higher than at 
present. As to corn, it was 
that the crop fs about normal, but 
there is such a heavy demand from the 
weet that it will not be as plentiful as 
heretofore and an advance in canned 
goods will probably result. Nothing 
definite could be stated as to peaches. 

The canneries of this county will 
start up within the next ten days. The 
Messrs. Roberts of Baltimore who oper- 
ated the Salisbury cannery last 3 ear, 
will ran it again this season. A mem 
ber of the firm is now in Salisbury 
making all necessary arrangements. 

Asin other sections the crop of to- 
matoes will be shert here.

The State’ Board of health Urges ihe

The county and town officials should 
| take advice and get themselves in read 
‘iness for a pómible outbreak. 

The letter is as follows: 

For the past three years Maryland 
has been constantly threatened with 
"serious invasion of smali-pox, In that 

time 17 out of the 28 counties of Mary- 
land have been invaded by small pox. 
There have been 41 outbreaks, and in 
"80 instances the disease was confined 
to the house in which it was first dis- 
covered. The exact number of cases 
which occurred in these 41 outbreaks ia 
not known, but it is known that the 
eleven instances in which the disease 
was permitted to spread beyond the 
house first infected gave rise to more 
than three fourths the total number. 
1n Baltimore City during the same 
period the disease has inno instance 
‘spread beyond the house first infected. 

During the three years there have 
been in the counties over four times as 
many cases of smali-pox as in the City 
of Baltimore. One county had seventy 
odd cases of amall-pox in one year 
against Baltimore's 48 cases in three 
years. It cannot be said that the State 
as à whole has done very badly. A few 
of the county ou ks have been as 
well handled as in Baltimore 
City. If we should compare our rec- 
ords with those of neighboring states 
we might plume ourselves on the re- 
sults of our efforta, but the State has 

Dt done as well as is easily possible, 
mor sa well as public safety and busi- 

nors interests demand, 

The approaching winter promises a 
wider prevalence of small pox in the 
United States than the country has ex-

CONDUCTOR CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Engineer 
His Comrade, 


George W. Coulbourm, fcrmerly of 
Laurel, freight conductor on the Déla- 
ware Railroad, met s horrible death at 
Clayton, Del., at 9.15 Thursday morn- 
ing. He had brought his train to a 
standstill and hurried over to gut his 
orders from the despatcher. Trains 
were running heavy and late, and the 
freight. lines were simply chocked up 
with work, The trains had to run 
under close orders, and when Conductor 
Coulbourn received his instructions, he 
was reading them so closely that he 
never noticed a shifter bearing down 
the tract which he was preparing to 
cross. 

Coulbourn stepped on the rails just in 
time forthe engine to dash into him, 
knocking him headlong up the track 
where two cars passed Gver him before 
a stop could be made. The engineer of 
the shifter, a friend of Mr. Coulbourn, 
fell back in a faint as the wheels passed 
over the body. 

The Laurel correspondent t» the

"Beveral years ago, Mr. Coulbourne, 
who was devoted to his widowed moth 
er, leftthe farm for Wilmington, where 
he obtained employment asa freight 
brakemen, that he might better support 
his mother, and was rapidly promoted 
until he was put in charge of a train. 
He is the sixth Laurel man to be ground 
under the wheels of trains while several 
others have been maimed.” 

Mr. Coulbourn resided at No. 515 
Shearman street, Wilmington. His 
wife and three children, a boy 4 years 
old, and two girls, aged 6 and 8 years, 
respectively, survive bim. A son, 9 
years,old died a year ago from injuries 
reoeived by being run over by a carat 
Brandy wine Station.

The county and town officials should 
take advice and get themselves in read 
iness for a péssible outbreak. 

The letter is as follows: 

For the past three years Maryland 
has been constantly threatened with 
serious invasion of small-pox. In that 
time 17 ont of the 28 counties of Mary- 
land have been invaded by small pox. 
"There have been 41 outbreaks, and in 
90 instances the disease was confined 
to the house in which it was first dis- 
covered. The exact number of cases 
which occurred in these 41 outbreaks is 
not known, but it is known that the 
eleven instances in which the disease 
was permitted to spread beyond the 
house first infected gave rise to more 
than three fourths the total number. 
In Baltimore City during the same 
period the disease has in no instance 
wpread beyond the house first infected. 

During the three years there have 
been in the counties over four times as 
wany cases of emall-pox as in the City 
of Baltimore. One county had seventy 
Odd cases of amall-pox in one year 
against Baltimore's 48 cases in three 
years. It cannot be said that the State 
asa whole has done very badly. A few 
of the county outbreaks have been as 
well handled as those in Baltimore 
City. If we should eompare our. rec» 
ords with Wem neighboring states 
we might plume ourselves on the re- 
tulte of our efforts, but the State has 
mot done as well as is easily possible, 
mor sa well as public safety and busi- 
ners interests demand, 

The winter promises a

Acreage of Peniasula About One Third 
et Last Year, 


Tomato growers and packers agree 


`` | that this year's crop will be very short, 


The extreme hot suns killed first and 
second blossome, and what fruit is ma- 
turing now will come from third bios 
soming. The lateness of the crop will 
delay the beginning of the packing 
season until September, while ordina- 
rily it begins August 15th to Loth. 
With the season beginning so late the 
early frosts it is hoped will stay off al- 
80. The tomato planting aoreage of 
the peninsula is about one third lesa 
than last year, and of consequence 
many packing houses will not run this 
season. 

The appearances for the pack were so 
bad that recently the market for stock 
on hand became very aotive, and the 
surplus in the warehouses at various 
points in the counties has suddenly 
become depleted, until there is scarcely 
any stook whatever left om hand. The 
price has advanced consequently over 
that of last year. 

Tomatoes have gone up in price $0 
cents per dozen or 60 cents a case, in 
the past six weeks, and still on the rise. 
The benefit inures immensely to those 
who have not sold, which unfortunate 
ly are comparatively few.

Deadiy Fever Mosquitoes. 

New York, Aug. 20.—A cablegram 

from Havana to the New York Journal 
says: 
"Two deaths from yellow fever and 
another probably fatal attack are the 
total result to date of the experiments, 
by the Unites States authorities with 
the disease infected itoes, An- 
tonlo Carro and Cum do Campo 
were intimate friends. Both were from 
Spain, A month ago they decided to 
emigrate to the New World. Campo 
brought his bride with him, Carro 
left a widowed mother, whose sole sup- 
port he was. Work was scarce in Cuba. 
Campo and Carro were offered positions 
at Las Animas, the yellow fever boe 
pital of Havana, at $158 month. This 
was a month ago. Three, weeks ago 
the yellow fever epidemic at. Santiago 
de las Vegas, a suburb of Havans, was 
at its height. 

„Here was an excellent opportunity 
of proving the theory that, cost Dr, 
Lazaer. Usa his life, that yellow fever 
is tranemitteble by the mosquito. 
Eleven mosquitoes were fed on yellow 


fever patients for 10 days. They were | tem 


Carro and 
Campo, who were dı sirona of becoming 
immune, voluntarily submitted them 
selves to be bitten. 

"Each was bitten four times... The 
first symptons showed on Thursday, 
August 15. Sundsy morning Carro 
bad died. Now Campo is dead, and an 
American nurse who has been a4 the 
hospital for two years is also dying. 
In a spirit of mischief the nurse, thrust 
her hand into the gange trap that held 
the mosquitoes, and was accidentally 
bitten,

BEWARE OF SMALL POX. 

The State Board of Health has this 
week issued a circular letter to all the 
local Boards in the counties of Mary- 
land, urging them to be prepared for a 
possible outbreak of small pox this 
fall and winter. The letter is publish- 
ed in this issue of the ADVERTISER and 
we hope our loca! Board of Health will 
give it heed. 

As was vditorially recited in last 
week's ADVERTISER an outbreak of 
small pox in Wicomico this winter is 
not an improbability. Indeed some 
cases in our midst may reasonably be 
looked for as a natural consequence of 
the likely existence of small pox germs 
in the homesand effects ef some of 
last Spring's victims. Our health om 
cials, aided by the City Council,County 
Commissioners and a volunteer citi- 
zen's organisation, met the conditions 
last Spring in such a thorough and 
effective way as te merit the hearty 
endorsement of the Btate Board of 
Health, but neighboring communities 
were not so thorough in their treat- 
ment of tbe infection, and it is almost 
certain that the disease will re.appear 
in some places not too far distant to be 
readily re-inroduced into our county 
and the town of Salisbury. 

Numbers of our colored citizens are 
at work most of the year in the large 
packing houses of Seaford and other 
towns where there isa polyglot popu- 
lation, some unwashed and filthy. 

In close contact with these our color 
ed citizens are liable to get the disease, 
without suspecting that they are in 
danger and innocently bring it bome 
with them when visiting their families. 
This isthe greatest source of danger, 
It would be wise for our town and 
county to begin now to forestall the 
danger bya system of inspection and 
restriction.

Mr. Samuel J. Bounds ded Thure- 
day morning at his home iu Mardels 
Springs óf tuberculosis, aged nearly 
49 years. 

His remains will be interred in the 
Mardela cémietery this (Saturday) af 
ternodm, after funeral seryíocs at the 
house by Rev. Franklin B. Adk'ns. 

The deceased was the third of 
four sons of the late Train A: Bounds. 
After attending the public scholis of 
the county as a boy he attended the 
State Norma! School in Baltimore, 
graduating from that institation in 
June 1888. In the autumm of that 
year he was elected teacher of a school 
in Queen Anne's county and later of the 
Salisbury Grammar School which he 
taught two years with credit to bim 
self and satisfaction to the patrons of 
the School. In 1885 Mr. Bounds enter- 
ed the office of the Salisbury Adver 
tiser in the capacity of associate ei- 
tor, Mr. Thos, Pe-ry being the editor 
and proprietot of the paper He re- 
mained with the Advertiser till 
ember 1887 when he returned to the 
Springs and taught the graded school 
there two years, then engaged in gener- 
al merchandising. From 1890 to 1804 
he again taught the Mardela graded 
school, This he gave up to sccept 
the. position of gauger in the U. S. Ia- 
ternal Revenue Service under Hon.

His services 
were so highly prised by the govern- 
ment that he was retained by Mr. Mo 
Kinley's administration, serving undér 
Mr. Parlett at the time of his death, 
though all his life a mot ardent and 
emphatic democrat. During last spring 
Mr. Bounds’ health became so bad that 
he asked for and seoured an indefinite 
leave of absence from duty. He never 
returned to the office. 

In 1886 Mr. Bounds married Miss 
Lizzie Wilson daughter of the late 
Levin M. Wilson one of the most promi- 
nent citizens of Baron Creek district, 
Bhe and two children survive him.

For some reason or "other the human 
race je much . to the unprofit- 
able babit known ss “shutting the 
stable door after the horse is gone 
Tt would have been a comparatively 

matter, to check tbe destruction 
of these birds some gears ago; is would 
be possible even now to resoue them 
from e hy taking a Une 
care; but instead of the hunte.s 
will probably be allowed to continue 
their ravages until any bird more at- 
tractive the English sparrow has 
become a mere tradition. There are 
some lessonswhich can be learned from 
experience, but tbe unfortunate thing 
is that the experience does not always 
happen twice, Ifa man has climbed 
up a place where he ought not to be, 
und fallen and broken his back, the 
lesson is not of much value to him, be- 
esaue he will never climb anywhere 
again. After these birds have been ex- 
terminated and their hab.tat rendered 
unfit for restocking, it will not be much 
use to moraliza over the ruthlessness 
and rapacity which caused their de- 
struction. 

The measures. which ought to be 
taken will vary in different. places. In 
some parts of the coumtry it would be 
enough perhaps to imposes small pen 
alty on hunters caught shooting birds 

ut of season. In other cases it ht 
be necessary to forbid the shooting of 
certain mpsoles of birds at all, In 
placcs where valuable birds have be- 
come exirwinely scarce it might be well 
to follow some system of breeding and 
artificial protection, This would em- 
ploy the native huntera who are now 
&mong the bird's most dangerous 
enemies, and. would instill in them a 
different idea of the valve of the birds 
from that which they now have. In 
fact, many of these men are simply 
bad solely pot-hunters. They shoot 
birds. and animals, not for sport, but 
because they must make a living. If 
they could be paid for taking care of 
the wild creatures instead of for shoot 
ing them they would, in many cases, 
‘much prefer that employ ment.
